6. BgcownPAincaB : Additional tvaaUrn no doubt fill be required 
by the nanufacturer to— 

a. Package the lenses, filters, sxmshades, light meter, 

statlsMster camels hair brush, data book and pencils, fifty foot steel 
tape, screw drlwer, sdjuatable 8 inch crecent wrench, focusing 

cloth, and ftiwmg iB g bag. These articles should be cospartanorted in a 
rugged portable aluadnua suitcase. 

b. Package the camera, battery and case, apare redls of 
different A8A film spadds, tripod spider, small link chain to fasten 
trhpod to floor or other solid support, special tripod adaptor to claqp 
camera In trees, telephone poles, etc., in a rugged portable aluadnua 
suitcase. 


c. In order to keep this eqal^peent together, and not become 
separated, it is wltally laportant to package it properly In portable 

oases. 


d. A sturdy eoamercial tripod like the Hollywood professional 
Junior la neceaaary. TOie tripod to be cased in a ragular eastvaa hag. 

This hag has a long strap which is strung orer the sh oulder for ease in 
carrying tripod. 

e. All these itema mentioned except camera, magazlnea, Isnaes, 
filters aunahadea, dust caps, batteries and ease, cables and oonneetors 
are svpplied by the amnufiseturer. The other iteam oen be supplied from 
stock or ptarehaecd. 

f . Hawing had unlladted field experience In photography, 
away from hone base, I cannot eapbaslse the shore recoaBaendatlona too 
strongly.
